Be- 
tween the  time  Keven  Kipp  took  the  opening  kick-off  for 
North  until  Gary  Livesey  swept  his  right  end  with  seven 
seconds  remaining  in  the  game  there  were  many  memories 
which  will  often  be  discussed  in  the  future. 

North  met  the  heavily  favored  Bombardiers  with  all  the 
pride,  spirit,  and  desire  they  had.  Steve  Robertson,  the 
MVP  of  the  game,  scored  midway  through  the  first  period 
QPi  a 44  yard  run  around  left  end.  Jack  Fitzgibbons  kicked 
the  extra  point  and  North  lead  7-0.  Attleboro  displayed  its 
offensive  power  by  reaching  paydirt  twice  within  the  next
